Carolynne Pfeifer requesting a waiver of post
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5:12-60b(2) .

Miss Fauntleroy?

MS. FAUNTLEROY: Thank you.

Good morning, Mr. Chairman, again,
Commissioners.

This is an application of former
Commission employee Carolynne Pfeifer who seeks
a waiver of the two-year post employment
restrictions imposed by NJSA 5:12-60b(2) so
that she can be employed by New Jersey casino
licensee Bally's Atlantic City as a regulatory
compliance coordinator.

Miss Pfeifer represents that the
employment will be temporary and that she's
being hired to fill a wvacancy created by an
employee on leave.

Generally NJSA 5:12-60b(l) prohibits an
employee of the Commission from acquiring a
direct or indirect interest or accepting
employment with an applicant or a licensee
registered by the Division or with the
Commission for a period of two years commencing
upon termination of employment.

However, NJSA 5:12-60b(2) provides an
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restriction specifically for employees who are
not in policy-making positions. If that
employee 1is terminated as a result of a
reduction in the workforce, then the employee
may accept employment with a licensee
registrant or applicant at any time upon
application approve by the Commission upon a
finding by the Commission that the employment
will not create an appearance of a conflict of
interest or, in fact, evidence a conflict of
evidence in fact.

The factors to be considered include
determining the nature of the employment as
well as who the licensee or applicant is that
the former employee is seeking employment with.

Miss Pfeifer was a principal inspector
at the Commission from June 4, 1979, through
April 29, 2011, when she was laid off as a
result of the reorganization and a reduction in
the workforce by -- of the Commission on
February 1, 2011, as a result of those
amendments to the Casino Control Act.

As a regulatory compliance coordinator,

Miss Pfeifer indicates that her primary job
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transaction reports, suspicious activity
reports, and W-2G forms for filing in
furtherance of federal obligations, to assist
in the development of new procedures as needed
to accommodate operational and regulatory
changes, and to prepare internal control
submissions. This position does not require a
casino key employee license.

Miss Pfeifer was -- her last contact or
direct involvement with Bally's as a principal
inspector was in 2009. At the time of her
departure in 2011, she was a principal at
Harrah's.

In my capacity as General Counsel,
Executive Secretary, I reviewed the position
requirements for both the regulatory compliance
coordinator as well as the position
requirements for a principal inspector, and
subject to certain conditions, it is my
recommendation that the Commission grant her
request for the post employment waiver
specifically conditioned upon her ongoing
obligation to be restricted from representing,

appearing, negotiating on behalf of any
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instance, on any matter in which she directly
rendered an opinion, made an investigation, or
was otherwise substantially or directly
involved.

CHATIR LEVINSON: Thank you.

Commissioners, do you have any questions
of this matter?

VICE CHAIR HARRINGTON: No questions.

COMMISSIONER COOPER: No.

CHAIR LEVINSON: Is there a motion?

VICE CHATIR HARRINGTON: I am delighted
to move to approve Carolynne Pfeifer's request
to waive the post employment restriction and to
permit her with -- to permit her employment
with Caesars Entertainment Corporation,
specifically at Bally's Atlantic City, as a
regulatory compliance coordinator pursuant to
NJSA 5:12-60b(2) subject to appropriate
registration or licensure and also subject to
the condition that she be restricted from
representing, negotiating on behalf of, or
being otherwise involved on behalf of Caesar's
Entertainment Corporation or Bally's Atlantic

City in any matter on which she rendered an
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otherwise substantially and directly involved
at any time during her employment with the
Commission.

CHATIR LEVINSON: Thank you.

Is there a second?

COMMISSIONER COOPER: I'd like to second
that.

CHAIR LEVINSON: The motion has been
made and seconded.

6 It is now time for the public

7 participation portion of the meeting.

8 CHAIR LEVINSON: 1Is anyone from the

9 public wish to be heard?

10 MR. REBUCK: Dave Rebuck, Director of
11 Gaming Enforcement.

12 Welcome, Commissioner Levinson.

13 CHAIR LEVINSON: Thank you.

14 MR. REBUCK: Welcome, Commissioner

15 Cooper.

16 And I won't forget about you, either,
17 Commissioner Harrington.

18 VICE CHATIR HARRINGTON: Thank you.

19 MR. REBUCK: 1It's a great day. Look
20 forward to, on behalf of the Division of Gaming
21 Enforcement, the Division of State Police, who
22 I oversee, the Division of Criminal Justice,
23 and on behalf of the Attorney General, Jeff

24 Chiesa and myself. We look forward to working
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many challenges that face Atlantic City.

I think we have a great opportunity to
work together. We've had tremendous success in
the last 15 months. And I know, Chairman, from
having spoken to you from the day you were
nominated over the last few weeks, we have a
great opportunity to move forward and do things
in addition to the legislative changes under
S-11 and S-12, not only in the gaming area but
in our roles together in the CRDA. I look
forward to that, personally working with the
Chairman.

And today we're going to have another
law passed into our books. The Governor is
going to sign S-1323. We got a lot of work to
do together on that to implement that. It's
going to allow for mobile wagering
interjurisdictional slot play, significant
changes as our relationship on the CRDA and
some of the opportunities we have available to
us.

And I think as we work together in the
future and we see additional opportunities to

do positive things for the city as well as the
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to work together.

So, again, look forward to working with
you, and congratulations and have every
expectation that we're going to have a great
few years ago.

CHAIR LEVINSON: Thank you, Director. I
agree. I greatly appreciate it.

MR. REBUCK: Okay.

VICE CHAIR HARRINGTON: And, Mr.
Chairman, if I may, on a point of personal
privilege, take just this public opportunity to
say welcome aboard to you, Mr. Chairman and to
Commissioner Cooper. I think I speak on behalf
of all of the -- our colleagues at the Casino
Control Commission when I say we have great
optimism and enthusiasm.

And to echo what Director Rebuck said,
it is an opportunity for all of us to work
together for not only our direct responsibility
as members of the Casino Control Commission but
to participate in the revitalization of
Atlantic City and the future of this state. So
welcome.
